Monday Dec. 16, the 
Wilmington Elderly Ser- 
vices Commission will 
make their case for a new 
senior center at the Board 
of Selectmen meeting. 


The commission is likely 


to formally request an 
article be placed on the 
2020 Town Meeting war- 
rant to at least fund a fea- 
sibility study for a new 
senior center. 

This push for a new sen- 
ior center comes after 
months of planning for 
action, beginning with 


talk at an August Elderly 
Services Commission 
meeting, where Audrey 
Reed read a speech mak- 
ing a case for a new build- 
ing. Back in October, the 
Wilmington _selectmen, 
joined by the School, 
Finance, and Facilities 
Master Plan committees, 
began discussions regard- 
ing the Facilities Master 
Plan. 

This plan _ includes 
revamping or replacing 
many town buildings, 
including the Wildwood 
and Boutwell schools, 
Town Hall, and_ the 
Buzzell Senior Center. At 
the meaning, members of 
the public advocated for a 
new senior center, arguing 
that now was the time to 
build it. 

More recently, the com- 
mission spoke of the need 
for a new senior center at 
their meeting back on 
Nov. 21. This meeting was 
attended by several mem- 
bers of local government, 
including members of the 
selectmen, as. well as 
State Representative Dave 
Robertson among others. 

The need for more phys- 
ical space is one of the 
primary reasons behind 
the push for the new facil- 
ity. According to Com- 

x 
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missioner Robin Theodos, 
the Facilities Master Plan 
states that a minimum of 
14,000 square feet is rec- 
ommended for a building 
of the senior center’s 
nature. The Buzzell Senior 
Center currently has 8,308 
square feet. 

The commission states 
that this small size pre- 
vents the center from 
expanding their _pro- 
grams, as well as being 
able to serve their con- 
stituents to the extent at 
which they would like to. 
Additionally, the current 
building has many physi- 
cal issues, including po- 
tential asbestos in the 
walls, no sprinkler sys- 
tem, unusable downstairs, 
drainage pipes in poor 
condition, and electrical 
systems that are not up to 
current code. 

If an article is placed on 
the Town Meeting war- 
rant, it will come to vote 
at the next Town Meeting 
in the spring. 

The Elderly Services 
Commission will make 
their case for the new sen- 
ior center at the Board of 
Selectmen meeting on 
Monday, Dec. 16.

Wilmington has never been 
the center of any boxing mat- 
ches. In November 1887, 
though, an English light- 
weight boxing champion 
trained here for a week as he 
prepared to take on Am- 
erican champion Jack McAu- 
liffe. 

Jem Carney had a reputa- 
tion as a brutal, bare-knuck- 
le fighter. He had come to 
the U.S. for the stated pur- 
pose of lowering the colors of 
the “boy of Williamsburg,” 
as McAuliffe was known. 

A story appeared in the 
Boston Globe on Nov. 6, 1887 
about Jem Carney, who was 
preparing to box Jack McAu- 
liffe, “Napoleon of the Ring.” 
The exact date of the match 
had not been set, but it was 
expected within two weeks. 

After the last papers were 
signed for the $4,500 match, 
Carney took a retreat at 
Stockwell’s farm on Andover 
Street in North Wilmington. 
The Globe article was not 
specific about the location, 
but the farmhouse was clear- 
ly marked on an 1875 map of 
Wilmington. The Globe de- 
scription said it was in the 
woods, about three miles 
from the Wilmington station. 

The story said it was about 
a half mile from the famous 
James Pearson house, which 
was reputed to be haunted 
and had not had a tenant in 
20 years. Three murders had 
taken place there, Carney 
said, 22 years before. He had 
some of the details wrong, 
for was in 1849 that Daniel 
Pearson murdered his wife 
and two daughters. 

Carney said he liked the 
area, except for the sandy 
roads. Part of his exercise 
routine was walking 20 miles 
a day. 

For much of the year, Car- 
ney had been calling himself 
the lightweight champion of 
the world, as McAuliffe had 
been a no-show for a bout on 
Jan. 25, 1887. 

In June, Carney knocked 
out Jimmy Mitchell and poc- 
keted a $2,000 prize. Seem- 
ingly unable to fight McAu- 
liffe, he was ready to go 
home. He was about to board 
a steamship in Boston when 
McAuliffe personally appear- 
ed and stopped him. Another 
fight was scheduled for Oct. 
5, but McAuliffe was sick.

The fight finally took place 
in a barn on Nov. 16. Several 


record books list Revere 


Beach as the location, but 
the Globe reported the next 
day that it had been in 
Rhode Island. It was to be a 
fight to the finish; it would 
only be decided by a knock- 
out. Carney was a strong 
advocate of bare-knuckle 
fighting, but this match was 
with skin gloves. 

Carney, 5 ft. 4-1/2, weighed 
in. at 129, McAuliffe at 132 
pounds, 5 ft. 6 in. Carney had 


just turned 32; McAuliffe was 


a decade younger. 

Born in Birmingham, Eng- 
land to Irish parents, Carney 
began boxing in 1874. In Oct. 


1881, he defeated Jimmy 


Highland, who died four days 
later. Carney was convicted 
of manslaughter and spent 
six months in prison. 

Both families had left Ire- 
land after the potato famine 
in the mid-19th Century. 
McAuliffe had been born in 
Cork and was brought to the 
U.S. when he was very young. 
He grew up in Bangor, Maine 
and lived in ‘Williamsburg, a 
neighborhood of Brooklyn, 
N.Y. 

McAuliffe had his Brooklyn 
friend Jack Dempsey as a 
second, along with his broth- 
er Con McAuliffe, while Car- 
ney had Arthur Chambers, 
Patsy Sheppard and Nobby 
Clark. 

The fight was epic, historic, 
brutal. Carney was dropped 
three times in the first round. 
McAuliffe, with superior box- 
ing skill, was considered the 
winner of the first 10. But the 


mean-spirited Carney came 
back, working to wear down 
his opponent. He could deliv- 
er an extremely hard punch, 
and would go for the solar 
plexus. 

In the 62nd round, McAu- 
liffe dropped Carney, but the 
fight was not over. Then in 
the 70th, it was Carney’s 
turn, dropping - McAuliffe 
with a blow that nearly ended 
the fight. McAuliffe’s seconds 
brought him back, but he was 
in a stupor. After he went 
down again in the 74th round, 
nearly five hours in, the ref- 
eree stopped the fight. 

Officially, it was a draw. 
There had been no knockout. 
Nonetheless, both — sides 
claimed victory. Carney said 
that McAuliffe could not have 
lasted another three rounds. 
McAuliffe claimed that Car- 
ney had fouled him through- 
out the fight and had kneed 
him. Although he had been 
beaten physically, McAuliffe 
had a victory of sorts, re- 
maining undefeated. He kept 
that record into retirement 10 
years later, one of only nine 
boxers to do so. 

Carney announced his re- 
tirement less than a month 
later, still claiming to be the 
world champion. He never 
received official recognition 
of that claim. He returned 
to England and continued 
fighting, losing his English 
title to Dick Burge in 1891. 

“What were you given fists 
for but to fight,” he told the 
Newcastle Sun in 1927, “not 
to stuff them in pillows.” 

Carney died in London in 
1941.

College 
(yes or no-part 2) 

Thanks for so many 
comments on the first 
column on the George- 
town University research 
team’s study, relative to 
the state of “return on 
investment” in getting a 
college education, as well 
as listing some of the 
schools we would guess 
that bring the most re- 
turn, i.e. Harvard. 

I am sure you would 
guess these but two of the 
biggest surprises from 
the look at 4,500 schools 
was that two schools of 
pharmacy and two mar- 
itime academy’s made 
the top colleges on the 
list. The Maine Marine 
Academy, according to 
the research team, pla- 
ces 90 percent of the 
graduates in their chosen 
career fields within 90 
days. 

The success of pharma- 
cy schools and graduates 
came as a surprise not 
only to the researchers 
but to the readers of this 
column last week. The 
issue seems to be be- 
cause the career reflects 
good job security and 
earnings. 
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Shopping locally 
makes so much sense 


The researchers point 
out that “one graduate 
from the St. Louis Col- 
lege of Pharmacy calcu- 
lated she would graduate 
in 2016 with a student 
debt but also a job that 
makes six figures right 
off the bat.” 

I would add her hus- 
band made the same 
choice and they live com- 
fortably in New York. 

The study concluded 
“that even after paying 
off higher amounts of 
debt, the average gradu- 
ate of a private four year 
college has a net eco- 
nomic gain of $833,000 
over 40 years compared 
with $765,000 for a public 
college graduate. 

“Surveys suggest many 
students are motivated 
to go to college to learn 
more about subjects that 
interest them and to 
become a better person,” 
said Anthony Carnevale, 
Director of Georgetown’s 
Center on Education and 
the Workforce, “but the 
vast majority cite a ca- 
reer as a primary goal.” 

Carnevale added, for 
16-year olds. thinking 
about their futures, class 
rankings can help them 
with good college coun- 
seling to perform a risk 
analysis, adding if they 
want a quick  turn- 
around, they can choose 
a certificate program. 

A final thought is that 
colleges are not essential 
for all but my sense is 
that a college degree is a 
must to enter most pro- 
fessions' so it comes 


down to making the right 
choice of a career and 
the right choice for a col- 
lege plus using the coun- 
seling staff in high 
schools and colleges to 
provide direction where 
needed as they have been 
in that position before, as 
a student.

here are two 
things no one 
wants to find 
in their Christ- 
mas stocking. 
One is the obvious, a lump 
of coal. 

The other is the dreaded 
holiday fruitcake. 

Don't get me wrong, 
some people truly enjoy 
the sticky, sweet taste of 
the classic fruitcake. But 
generally speaking, the 
fruit cake has a reputation 
for being the holiday tradi- 
tion we love to hate. 

For those of you that 
have never enjoyed the 
“fruits” of eating a Christ- 
mas fruitcake, it is a 
dense, moist, sweet cake 
with candied fruits, nuts, 
and raisins. 

The earliest fruitcake re- 
cipes date back to ancient 
Rome. It was made with 
pomegranate seeds, pine 
nuts, and raisins, but by 
the Middle Ages, honey, 
spices and preserved fruits 
were added. 

Later it was discovered 
by Europeans that sugar 
from the American Colo- 
nies could preserve fruit by 
creating “candied fruit.” 

This process not only 
made the fruit last well 
past “fruit season” into the 
winter months, but also 
preserved the fruit to look 
more colorful and attrac- 
tive than dried fruit, mak- 
ing it more popular to 
enjoy for the holiday sea- 


son. 
Fruitcake gained popu- 
larity throughout Europe, 
but became a dish exclu- 
sively for special occa- 
sions in the 18th and 19th 
century. Ingredients for 
this cake were expensive 
and hard to come by, mak- 
ing it a rare treat and del- 
icacy saved for special 
occasions like Christmas. 
The fruitcake reached its 
height in popularity during 
the Victorian era. As a 
favorite treat of Queen Vic- 
toria, the fruitcake became 
a vital part of celebrating 
holidays and weddings. 
Both Princess Diana and 
Princess Kate (Middleton) 
served fruitcake at their 


wedding, keeping this 


British tradition alive and 
well in modern England. 

The fruitcake has also 
earned international fame, 
as countries all around the 
world have added their 
own regional spin on this 
Christmas classic. 

In Germany, a_ sweet 
bread version of fruitcake 
is made, known as Stollen. 

Different regions of Italy 
serve forms of fruitcake 
known as Panforte and 
Panettone. 

A creamy, custard fruit- 
cake, called Crema de Fru- 
ta is a Christmas favorite 
in the Philippines. 

The people of Poland en- 
joy a loaf sponge cake cal- 
led Keks to celebrate the 
holiday season. 

Switzerland’s fruitcake 
is the sweet, dense Bir- 
nenbrot.

Even the Caribean Islands 
enjoy a rich, dark, rum 
soaked fruitcake known as 
Black Cake. 

So, how did this. world- 
wide embraced confection 
become such a ridiculed 
dessert? 

Some say the birth of the 
American mail order fruit- . 
cake in 1913 was the begin- 
ning of the end for the rep- 
utation of the fruitcake. 

Many companies that . 
produced commercial fruit- 
cake made cakes rich in 
both fruits and nuts. This — 
started the expression “nu- - 
tty as a fruitcake” in 1935, 
adding to the joke like lure 
of the fruitcake. 

Soon, mass. produced 
cakes lost their “holiday 
delicacy” stature when the 
cakes became heavy, hard — 
and lacked flavor. Being 
sold in catalogs and as 
charity fundraisers also 
added to the common- 
place nature of the mod- 
ern fruitcake. 

Traditional fruitcake re- 
cipes are saturated with 
liqueurs or brandy and 
covered in powdered sug- 
ar, both of which prevent 
the growth of mold on the 
fruitcake. 

Fruitcakes can also be 
stored in wine soaked lin- 
ens, adding to the shelf 
life of the cake. 

A traditionally made and 
stored fruitcake can be 
edible for up to 25 years, 
but this fact has actually 
made the cake less ap- 
pealing to holiday con- 
sumers and has added to 
the ridicule of this holiday 
tradition. 

Late night talk show host 
Johnny Carson is credited 
with the joke making ref- 
erence to the fact that 
there may only be one 
fruitcake in the world that 
is passed from family to | 
family each year. Jokes of 
a similar nature continue 
to circulate about the 
fruitcake today. 

All hope is not lost. for 
the beloved fruitcake tra- 
dition. There are many 
new twists you can add to 
this Christmas classic to 
make it more appealing to 
a modern appetite. 

Try upgrading your reci- 
pe to one that features 
caramel and apples. 

Another new twist is to 
ditch the traditional can- 
died fruit for other fruits 
like banana or pineapple. 

Convert this unloved cake 
recipe into cookie form... 
who can resist a cookie? 

We all know that every- 
thing's better with choco- 
late! Yes, even fruitcake! 

A little eggnog goes a 
long way with flavor for 
your fruitcake, and how 
about fruitcake fudge? Do 
I need to say anything else 
after you have heard the 
word fudge?! 

Fruit and cream cheese 
are a perfect combination, 
so try cream cheese frost- 
ing to take your fruitcake 
to the next level.

By DAN ZIMMERMAN 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
WILMINGTON -- In 

some instances, organiz- 
ers of a road race that 
draws a large field of 440 
entrants for its debut. wiil 
often need to come up 
with more enticing ameni- 
ties to duplicate those 
numbers in years to fol- 
low, particularly events 
held in the midst of winter. 


But the 2nd Annual 
Winter SOLEstice 5K, 
which is slated for 


Saturday, December 14th, 
might be the exception to 
the rule. Hugely popular 
in its inaugural running, 
this race will likely bring 
scores of repeat runners, 
and perhaps a few new 
entrants, on its merit 
alone. 


Backed by the Sole 
Sisters Running Club, a 
women’s-only organiza- 
tion based out of 


Wilmington boasting more 
than three hundred active 
members, and under the 
direction of SSRC founder 
and former president Jill 
Chisholm, the SOLEstice 
5K has a lot to offer for 
runners of all abilities, 
including a flat, fast 
USATF-certified | course 
which winds through 
pleasant Wilmington 
neighborhoods. 

“T think having a course 
certified by the USATF is 
really important,” said 
Chisholm, a topnotch. dis- 
tant runner in her own 
right who recently record- 
ed an exceptional 3:05:26 
at the _ Philadelphia 
Marathon. “If you’re able 
to run a personal record 
time on our course, you 
can rest assured the dis- 
tance is an accurate 3.1- 
miles.” 

For those competitors 
who are fleet of foot, there 
is prize money at stake. 
Like last year, this tends 
to add an elite flavor to 
the field with a number of 
upper echelon distance 
runners from area clubs 
making the trip to 
Wilmington. 

Among other special 
amenities, such as a 
return appearance from 
Santa and Mrs. Claus, 
Chisholm has added chil- 
dren’s awards. 

“We’re happy to provide 
medals for the kids this 
year,” said Chisholm. “Any 
child who finishes the race 
will receive a snowflake 


medal from Santa or Mrs. 
Claus. We think the kids 
will love those.” 

Chisholm is also quite 
proud of the efforts of her 
sponsorship team and par- 
ticularly, the acquisition 
this year of several new 
sponsors including the 
Red Heat Tavern, which 
will provide runners with 
warm, post-race treats. 
Area businesses returning 
this year include Slavin in 
the Kitchen, offering cook- 
ies and hot cocoa, coffee 
from Perfectos, Karma 
water, and Wegman’s 
Supermarket, providing 
fresh fruit and muffins. 

“Our sponsorship team 
did an amazing job,” said 
Chisholm, who kicks off 
the sponsorship drive as 
early as June.

Foley (17 saves). 

It was after the game 
with cameras and micro- 
phones surrounding the 
Town Crier's two-time 
Coach of the Decade Steve 
Scanlon, when he asked 
about guiding the team to 
its first ever state champi- 
onship and his words cer- 
tainly raised the hair on 
your arms. 


A 2012-13 WHS BOYS 
HOCKEY TEAM 


Three hundred and sixty 
six days after winning 
their first ever state 
championship, a strong 
core of the same players 
returned and won for the 
second straight time, de- 
feating Franklin again, 
this time by a 4-0 score. 

This team was more ex- 
plosive than the first and 
were all-around much bet- 
ter skaters from top to 
bottom which really made 
it difficult for opposing 
teams to stop them. After 
losing the season opener 
to Woburn, the 'Cats re- 
sponded and won their 
next eight games includ- 
ing a 3-1 gem over Bur- 
lington, before falling in a 
magnificent game to Mal- 
den Catholic, the Division 
1A state champs, 4-3. 


"It's going to take a little 
while to sink in. It's been a 
long haul for us. We've been 
close a bunch of times. I 
think it's more a culmina- 
tion of things.

forced to build a winner 
with many: new parts this 
season. 

They will also be under 
the direction of a new 
head coach, as long time 
coach Greg Bendel retired 
after coaching the Rams 
for the past eight seasons.

described her son, Lisa 
Driscoll said that he was 
the kind of kid who would 
help bring people togeth- 
er. 

Well this Saturday night, 
an extremely large fan 
base is expected to pack 
the I-Center Hockey Rink 
in Salem, New Hampshire 
to pay tribute to an 
incredible young man, 
Ryan Driscoll, who tragi- 
cally lost his life back in 
an automobile accident 
back in June. 

Since his passing, the 
town of Tewksbury, as 
well as a handful of sur- 
rounding towns, organiza- 
tions and people, have 
reached out to help the 
Driscoll Family in any 
possible way. And one of 
those ways, is to do some- 
thing that both Ryan and 
his younger sister of two 
years Jessica loved to do: 
play hockey. 

Ryan was a member of 
the Central Catholic boys' 
hockey (as well as 
lacrosse team) and 
Jessica is a member of 
the Tewksbury/Methuen 
Co-Op Girls Hockey team 
(and TMHS Girls' 
Lacrosse team). Behind 
the efforts of the com- 
bined schools and coach- 
es, between the three 
schools/two programs of 
Central Catholic, 
Tewksbury and Methuen, 
as well as the donation of 
ice by the I-Center, the 
girls teams from Central 
and Tewksbury/Methuen 
will play a fun filled 
scrimmage starting at 
6:30 pm, with all proceeds 


benefitting the "Ryan 
Driscoll Memorial 
Scholarship Fund." 


Just a few days after his 
passing back on June 8th, 
the scholarship fund was 
initiated. The original 
goal was $25,000 but that's 
been surpassed between 
mostly selling t-shirts and 
bracelets, while, Top Gun 
Hockey Director Brian

I think back 
when I was 16, 17 or 18 
years old, and I wouldn't 
be consoling parents. To 
this day, I'm friendly with 
all of Ryan's teammates. 
(Sunday) was his sixth- 
month anniversary and a 
group of them called me 
and asked how I was 
doing. Where does a 17- 
year-old learn that? I'm 
just completely taken 
back by all of it. It's truly 
been incredible."
